If 
the government of our country is not to be | 
guided by correct moral principle, if justice 
is to be done upon one class of offenders 
and not upon another, if any miserable con- 
siderations of party politics are to direct ite 
action, then adien to all unity or concord 
at home—to all respect from foreign powers. 
Tet who can deny that the policy of our 
country has been, and still is, influenced to a 
very great extent by just soch despicable 
considerations of what is expedient for the 
dominant party, whatever that party may 
def Is it not notorious that the whole pa- 
tronage of the governmen: is bestowed, not 
on the principle of economy and efficiency, 
bat on that of partizan.influence?. Are not 
all the eppoiutments of our diplomatic 
agents to foreign countries made ‘from the 
- , same despicable motive? Aud is not even 
te foreign policy of our conntry directed, 
not nearly so moch by any consideration of 
what is just to our neighbors, as well as fait’ 
for ourselves, as. by a calculation of what. 

It is out of 
te question to suppose that by any-such 
course of conduct we can procure for our- 
selves even ordinary respect abroad; equally

The books on political tell 
‘tint gold is simply an instrument, by the 
use of which exchanges are effected. Di- 


vested of this instrumentality, or character- 
istic, it is of no value. Wo cannot eat 


“gold, or wear it, or build houses out of it; 
but Wwe cit exchange it for dread and clothes, 


and for material and labor, and thus supply 


those absolute necessities.. Hence the books 


lay it down: as fixed principle, that gold or 
silver, or any other instrument of exchange, 
will ‘inevitably find its way to the place | 
whence. the necessaries of ii e, or what are 
‘considered the necessaries. of life, ; are pro- 


duced— il e. if a man has ten dollars in his 


pocket, and bis family are in want of bread 
and meat, his ten dollars will inevitably find 
their way. to the flour and meat merchent. 


It is all vain for him to talk about retain- 
ing it—go it must; his family cannot eat it, 
and they can and must est that which it 

will procure. 

This principle or law of political economy 
is as unalterable, as immutable as any law 


of nature. As well may States or eommu- 


nities dam up the San Joaquin river, with 
the hope of preventing its waters from 
reaching the ocean, as expect, by any acts 
of legislation, or any combinations of agri- 
cultural or trades unions, to retain gold or 
silver, or any other instrument of exchange, 
in a country where the necessaries of life 
are not produced. 
‘What are the necessaries of life to us OD 
this coast? Just what they are in every 
other agricultural, commercial, and mining 
community. Are these necessaries pro- 
duced here? Some of them are. We have 
bread and meat; but how is the bread 
raised? where 1 the farmer find his ne- 
cessary implements of husbandry ? He goes 
to the Atlantic States for his ploughs and 
reapers and mowers, and rakes and spades, 


and forks, and, indeed, every other article he 
uses. At the same market our mechanics 


buy their tools of every kind—yea, even to. 


the hickory handles of their hatchets. From 


the same source all our people obtain their 
clothing and all their clothing, from a 
shoe string to an „made 


up,“ at that. . 
It is obvious that, on all these articles of 


necessary use, there must be a profit made 


by the manufacturer, by the Eastern mer- 
chant, by the shipper, by the consignee and 


retail merchant here; and with the excep- 


tion of the small per cent. made by the last 
named two, every dollar of this immense 
sum goes to the East—and there it must 


continue to go 80 long as the articles above 
named are not made here. And I submit, 
| whether it be not simply idle to lay plans 


for retainiug our much needed gold here 
so long as Colifornia is dependant on the 
East for the necessaries of life? Can we 
manufacture? Can labor, at the right 
price, be obtained?

wide valley of the Yank Tze Kianz, is tri. 
butary to this city’s trade and importance, 
and it deals largely in silks and other arti- 
cles.
